explosion and triple train wreck that killed more than 600 
persons. 


The toll in the mine explosion Saturday on the southern 


Island of Kyushu was officially put at 446 miners dead, 450 
injured and 10 missing. 
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Deadlock Could Put 
Nixon In Race 


The train wreck left 162 


dead, including an American 
student, and at least 70 in- 
jured. It occurred 15 miles 
south of Tokyo, near Yoko- 
hama, six hours after the mine 
disaster. 


The sorrowing nation was 


spared another disaster Mon- 
day (Japan lime). A crowded 
express train rammed into 
the rear of another train neai 
Hiroshima, but just two per 
sons were injured, officials 
said. 


A spark apparently ignited 


a cloud of coal dust in the 
underground tunnels of the 
Miiki mine at the port city of 
Omuta. Many miners were 
burned by a giant fireball 
Others suffocated in deadly 
carbon monoxide fumes left 
by the explosion. 


The explosion occurred at 


the afternoon shift change 
when more than 1,300 miners 
were underground — twice the 
regular \vork force. Stunnct 
rescuers found at least 100 
bodies near personnel car- 
riers used to transport the 
men to the surface at'the end 
of a work day. 


As the news of the explosion 


at Japan's largest and most 
modern mine spread across 
the nation, disaster struck 
again. A packed passenger 
train speeding toward Tokyo 
s m a s h e d into a derailed 
freight 
train, 
then leaped 


across the tracks into the 
fourth and 
fifth cars of 


commuter train coming from 
the opposite direction. 


Coloradoan Killed 


Among the dead was Wil- 


liam Scott, 28, of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., a student at 
Tokyo's International Christi- 
an University. He died in a 
hospital a few hours later. 


The combined death toll of 


the two accidents was the 
'highest since 1954 when an 
overcrowded ferry boat cap- 
sized in a typhoon off the is- 
land of Hokkaido and 1,172 
drowned, including 56 Ameri- 
cans.

"It was a great, great noise

City Atty. Ralph Nelson 


told the Star anyone can make 
a complaint to the building 
inspector's

they (the police) are aware 
of the conditions there, they 
could 
make such a com- 


plaint." 


But Asst Police Chief Or- 


rcn Graves said police "feel 
it is the job of the building 
inspector's office to condemn

Must Be Hazard 


Building Inspector E. A. 


Vorhccs said that in order to 
condemn a house or a build- 
ing, it must be found to be 
structurally unsound, a seri- 
ous fire hazard, or a serious 
health hazard. 


He said the procudurc us- 


ually starts by someone com- 
plaining to his office about 
the biulding. A check of the 
building is then made and a 
report submitted to the City 
Council or the mayor stating 
that the house cither is or is 
not .structurally unsound, a 
serious fire hazard or a soil- 
ous health hazard. 


The owner is then notified 


(if the building is found to 
be of the type that should 
be condemned) to appear at 
a public hearing on a certain 
date to show cause why such 
action should not be taken. 


Dr. G. R. Underwood, City- 


county health director, said 
the hands of the Health De- 
partment are tied on quar- 
antining these houses, due to 
the lack of power given by 
city ordinances. 


"The minimum housing or- 


dinance has no effect on these 
houses — there is nothing we 
can do until we get a com- 
prehensive minimum housing 
law. We need a law with 
some teeth in it," he said. 


Dr. Underwood said the 


minimum housing ordinance 
as it now stands docs not 
pertain to houses existing pri- 
or to the enactment of the 
law. 


"A housing code should be 


retroactive if we arc to ac- 
complish very much." 


Dr. 
Underwood said 
the 


Health Department can take 
action "if we have complaints 
that the building may harbor 
disease. We can file a com- 
plaint against the owner." 


He said the Health Depart-

In order for condemnation a 
complaint must be filed at 
the city building inspection 
office."

The owner is then notified

Subsidization is the oldest 


economic principle written in- 
to U.S. laws. Subsidies have 
helped education, U.S. banks, 
housing groups, airlines, rail- 
roads, waterways and mer- 
chant fleets. They are a neces- 
sary ingredient in our Amer- 
ican way of Ufe and it is un- 
fair to single out agriculture 
as a recipient of subsidies and 
make It a scapegoat. 


No one should let t h e in- 


•elves be stampeded into a 
state of fear because the fed- 
eral government through the 
Commodity Credit Corp. has 
spent $36.4 billion in the past 
30 years. There is no better 
place to make this Investment 
than in the basic American in- 
dustry, namely, agriculture. 
In fact, If this had not been 
done, many of the things 
which this has accomplished 
would not have been possible 
and would have had serious 
aftereffects. 


The CCC came into exist- 


ence when the nation faced 
a state of emergency. Banks 
were going broke and failing 
to open. Industry was idle be- 
cause of the inability to sell 
their products. Labor was idle 
because of lack of job open- 
ings—all because of farm in- 
come having fallen to a level 


where farmers were facing 
bankruptcy and leaving the 
farms in large numbers. We 
were starving in the midst of 
plenty. 


Done By Congress 


The CCC was f o r m e d 


through congressional action. 
Support prices 
u n d e r farm 


were placed 
commodities. 


Farm purchasing power be- 
gan to rise and a gradual 
thawing out of the nation's 
potential began. Today, be- 
cause of the need for it, we 
arc confronted with an annual 
defense budget which actually 
is in excess cf the 30-year ex- 
penditure of the CCC. 


It is indeed doubtful that 


this necessary defense budget 
could be available for our 
country's protection, If it had 
not been for the investment 
of the CCC in the past 30 
years. It can be said that our 
ability to cope with commu- 
nism 
has been 
materially 


strengthened because of the 
support to our e c o n o m y 
through the existence of the 
CCC. It is therefore a major 
cog in our defense system. 


Let us take a closer look at 


what the CCC really does. In 
addition to placing a support 
price under farm commodities 
(most of which it recovers), 
it is responsible for supplying 
all of the commodities which 
go into the school lunch pro-

gram, a program which has 
been extremely successful and 
has benefited every child in 
the United States and many 
homes. The school lunch pro- 
gram is reaching 82 million 
people daily, 2G million of 
them in the U.S. and 37 mil- 
lion overseas. In many, many 
instances, this is the only meal 
that stands between t h e s e 
children and starvation. It is 
impossible to measure 
the 


good that is done with this 
program alone. 


In Times Of'Trouble 


The CCC moves in w i t h 


supplies in case of disaster, 
flood and emergencies of al- 
most any nature. Two years 
ago even the pheasants of 
South Dakota were recipients 
of CCC grain to sustain them 
when the snow cover was so 
deep they were dying by the 
thousands. 


The CCC is responsible for 


supplying the food for the 
Food for Peace program. The 
1964 budget carries a $1.9 bil- 
lion appropriation for this 
item. 


In looking at the impact 


upon farm income, we are not 
entirely factual when we say 
that livestock prices are not 
sustained by the CCC. Nearly 
all people will admit t h a t 
cheap feed makes cheap live- 
stock. Consequently, It must 
be admitted that the support 
price under grain has had a 
supporting affect upon live- 
stock. In addition to that, the 
CCC has in the past entered 
markets and brought v a s t 
amounts of meat in order to 
sustain livestock prices. These 
commodities were later re- 
leased into market channels 
without r u i n i n g prevailing 
prices or were disposed of to 
the needy. 


The very fact is that t h e 


family-type farm, winch is 
the envy of the whole world 
for its efficiency, has been 
sustained by the funds from 


the CCC and mattes it possible 
for the WJRC earner in the 
United States to buy his food 
for only 19^ of his take-home 
pay. He cats better alid buys 
more food than anyone else 
anywhere in the world. The 
share of his income used for 
food is the lowest in history. 


Patriotic Challenge 


During World War II farm- 


ers were urged to increase 
production. They rose to this 
patriotic challenge because 
they knew that food could 
win the war and write the 
peace. Food produced in the 
U.S. was shipped to our al- 
lies to assist them in winning 
not only the war at hand but 
to assist them in reconstruc- 
tion following the war. Sup- 
port prices, made possible 
through the CCC, were re- 
sponsible for this war effort. 


Subsidies made through the 


CCC to sustain farm purchas- 
ing power are small c o m- 
pared to subsidies paid var- 
ious other segments of our 
economy.

jectory of the flight and near 
planets. 


"Moreover, one of the meth- 


ods of preparing heavy space- 
ships for manned flights to 
the moon. Mars or Venus is 
their assembly from separate 
parts in orbit around t h e 
earth. The individual parts of 


such spaceships should be 
steerable space apparatuses." 


His remarks were made in 


an interview with the official 
news agency, Tass. 


Although Kcldysli said the 


new ship is a "qualitative 
leap forward in the planned 
exploration of space by So- 
viet science," he did not re- 
veal how much the ship can 
be maneuvered. 


He did claim the Soviet Un- 


ion is ahead in the space 
race.

No one can discount the formidable 


possibilities resulting from the Legislature's 
misadventures in the field of time sales and 
small loan finance. It has required a spe- 
cial session to pick up the pieces after the 
Supreme Court declared 
unconstitutional 


both the 1959 and 1963 installment sales 
acts. 


The only prudent guideline from here 


on is a healthy respect for constitutional 
principles, lest past errors be compounded. 


A warning appears in LB19 which last 


week received a 35-2 initial floor approval. 
It seeks to validate ah* contracts written in 
compliance with an unconstitutional law. 
This bizzare suggestion was offered by the 
small loan industry. It is rubbery enough to 
call for a hard second look. 


A statute declared unconstitutional is no 


law. It never qualified as one even though 
it may have been in use for some while be- 


fore it failed its test. It takes a consider- 
able stretch of the imagination to conclude 
otherwise. 


An attempt to redeem desired portions 


of a collapsed statute or its consequences 
could amount to an excursion into the field 
of the judiciary, that is, to pass a law over 
the head of the Supreme Court The Nebras- 
ka constitution is clear and specific on 
this. Section 1 of Article 2 states that "the 
powers of government of this state are 
divided into three distinctive departments, 
the legislative, executive and the judicial, 
and no person or collection of persons shall 
exercise any power properly belonging to 
either of the others ..." 


The legislature is strongly advised to 


seek dispassionate, learned legal council be- 
fore it proceeds further with this curious 
proposal. 


Our Future On The Moon 


In Lincoln as a part of the University 


of Nebraska's aerospace science week, Lt. 
Col. John A. Powers of the National Aero- 
natutics and Space Administration cited the 
importance of this nation's work in reach- 
ing the moon. As he described the situa- 
tion, the important point is not just what 
happens or what we find once wo land on 
the moon. 


This, of course, could be very impor- 


tant but there are many other considera- 
tions. Without this effort at conquering 
space, the United States would find itself 
lagging in overall technology. As valuable 
as the moon project itself 
will be tiie 


scientific knowledge and understanding we 
acquire as a result of pursuing this project. 


But what about specifics? Exactly what 


can we expect out of all this moon busi- 
ness? Some idea of it can be obtained in 
an casv-to-understand way through a re- 
port in the last issue of Changing Times 


magazine. Many developments of the space 
program already have been adapted to in- 
dustrial uses. Progress in the space race 
has brought new innovations in the hat-mak- 
ing industry, in elevator, helicopter and air- 
planes operations, has greatly advanced the 
field of electronics and has advanced the 
field of communications. 


"Space 
medicine," 
says 
Changing 


Times, "has produced new methods of phy- 
sical checkups and diagnoses. New kinds of 
equipment—such as pressurized chambers 
for medical emergences, cardiac stimula- 
tors for heart patients, better hearing aids- 
arc in use. all products of space research. 
Scientists foresee curtailment of water and 
air pollution stemming from development 
of 'closed cycle life-sustaining systems' for 
astronauts." 


As Colonel Powers said, not even the 


sky is the limit, anymore. There just is no 
limit.

A biological scientist, addressing a na- 


tional medical meeting, recently predicted 
that in the calculable future we can expect 
laboratory-produced human organs. 


A human spare parts business is an ex- 


citing prospect, feeding the hope of greater 
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longevity and just about the ultimate in 
our long drawn out war against degenera- 
tive diseases. It also suggests formidable 
complications. 


While it would be a great experience to 


be measured up for a nc\v alimentary tract, 
knowing that would take care of what 
ailed us, there would also be the dubious 
fact that the world's tyrants would he first 
in line. A Nero would be around for hun- 
dreds of years committing all sorts of abus- 
ive acts. No one could outlive his competi- 
tor, and child bearing would have to be 
abolished. Progress would largely stop. 


Our democratic processes would be suf- 


ficient to cope with tyrants, who could be 
defeated for office, but our affluent society 
would lead to other serious excesses. The 
fashion arbiters would get busy. One year 
our insidcs would have to be azure blue, 
the next year flaming orchrc. Some artful 
scientist would develop an hour glass 
stomach with a one year guarantee of a 
perfect figure. Of course, there would be 
planned obsolescence and higher prices. 
The tax gatherer who, by now, has man- 
aged to levy on everything on the outside 
would move inside and we would all be 
caught again. 


All that would be bearable, 
but the 


whole thing would be self-defeating. Some- 
one would start the fad of buying sharper 
minds and the consuming public would get 
too sensible to squander its money. Then 
our whole economy would come do-.vn in a 
heap and we would be back in the trees 
again.

Free Speech Proves 
A One Way Street 


W a s h i n g t o n — When 


Gov. 
Ross B a r n c t t of 


Mississippi was invited to 
speak at Princeton Univer- 
sity it was the students who 
defended his right to speak. 
But when sixty students from 
another Ivy League college, 
Yale, flew to Mississippi to 
campaign for the Negro can- 
didate for governor, they 
found that the governor gave 
no reciprocal right of free 
speech and political activity. 


The story of their attempts 


to campaign for Dr. Aaron 
Henry, a Clarksdale druggist, 
and the first Negro to run 
for 
governor since recon- 


struction days, has not been 
a happy one. 


Twenty-two were arrested 


in Indianola, Miss., for dis- 
tributing copies of the Mis- 
sissippi Free Press. F o u r 
were hauled out of bed in 
Hattiesburg for sleeping in 
the Negro section of the city. 
Several have been stopped 
and detained on suspicion of 
driving stolen cars. 


This latter has been the 


most effective police tactic 
used against Yale-in-Missis- 
sippi, because the students 
ha\c flown South in relays 
and arc dependent on the use 
of cars supplied by t h e i r 
friends. When they show po- 
lice the registration cards of 
the car-owners they arc de- 
tained for questioning. And 
the local police have learned 
to spot the cars when driven 
by white students through 
Negro sections of Mississippi 
cities or pick them up just 
as they arc en route to po- 
litical meetings. 


Thus attending a political 


meeting Is a very precarious 
business—if you are cam- 
paigning for Negro candidate 
Henry. 


In addition, several Ne- 


groes have become terrorized 
by police threats and have 
withdrawn permission to use 
churches for local meetings. 


Admiral flyman G. Rick- 


over, father of the atomic 
submarine, has r e c e i v e d 
many honors, including the 
medal of honor, but the oth- 
er day he received a unique 
reward for something which 
used to get him into trouble 
with the Navy—speaking out. 


At one time the Navy al- 


most failed to promote Rick- 
over because he was so out- 
spoken. He criticized Navy 
red tape, goaded his superi- 
or officers until they finally 
built an atomic submarine. 
Today the Navy is secretly 
proud of Rickovcr though his 
speeches carry this N a v y 
notation at the top: "This 
speech reflects the views of 
the author and does not nec- 
essarily reflect the views of 
the secretary of the Navy or 
the Department of the Navy." 


The award which Rickovcr 


received came from Dan T. 
Moore, president of the In- 
ternational Platform Associa- 
tion, the professional organi- 
zation of lecturers and speak- 
ers which encourages free 
discussion, and which gave 
the outspoken 
admiral 
a 


beautiful silver bowl in rec- 
ognition for his statement: 
"The first line of defense is 
education."

Problem: What To Do 
With A Left-Over Day 


NEW 
YORK — Couldn't 


sleep a w uik last night worry- 
ing about that whole day 
we're going to gain by the 
year 4900. 


Unless something is done 


right now (we're picking up 
26 seconds a year, and you 
know how that can mount 
up), we're going to be stuck 
with this complete 24-hour 
day 
when that aforemen- 


tioned year rolls around, if 
the day fully ripens in Jan- 
uary of that year, will there 
be a January 32, 4900? or a 
November 31? And what will 
it do to all those watches 
which tell you not only the 
time but the day of the 
week and the month? 


This 
unnerving 
question 


was raised recently at the 
Ecumenical Council. T h e 
Fathers voted 2,057 to four 
that 
the Catholic Church 


would be happy to go along 
^itli any efforts through the 
world to get the calendar 
lined up with the sun and 
with earth's orbits around 
our 
little star. Our 
cal- 


endars arc running abmit 
two seconds slow a month. 


Western man, by a n d 


large, has been operating off 
a calendar decreed by Pope 
Gregory XIII in 1582. It was 
a rewrite, so to speak, of 
the Julian calendar, decreed 
by Julius Caesar in 46 B.C. 
Perhaps after some needling 
from C'copatra—for Big Julie 
based his calculations on a 
much earlier Egyptian calen- 
dar. (Sec Cleopatra's Nee- 
dles, in any standard refer- 
ence work.) 


•> * •;• 


Julius decided that a year 


was 365 days and six hours. 
He divided those days into 
12 parts, named months, and 
was modest enough to name 
only July after himself. He 
had.a spare day to account 
for every four years, through 


the Inability to make his 
calendar jibe with the solar 
calendar. He saved the min- 
utes and hours and lumped 
them into a day at the end 
of February, 
every fourth 


year. 


Gregory's people discov- 


ered that a year was 11 min- 
utes less than Julius's 36514 
days, and the revolutionary 
change was made as the 
clocks touched midnight, Oc- 
tober 4, 1582. The next day, 
it was ruled, would be Oc- 
tober 15. Also, Julius's old 
leap year would be dumped 
once each century, unless the 
year was divisible by 400. 
See? 


Well, a lot of people didn't 


go along with Greg. The Rus- 
sians, for example. They 
didn't get around to dropping 
the J u l i a n calendar and 
adopting the Gregorian until 
1918, which accounts for the 
fact that they celebrate their 
Great October—the anniver- 
sary of the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion—in November. Many of 
our own Founding Fathers 
found themselves involved in 
odd changes when Britain 
and the colonies flonally ac- 
cepted the Gregorian count 
in 1752. George Washington's 
20lh birthday fell on Febru- 
ary 11, 1752. His 21st on 
February 22, 1753- 


Still, it was a big im- 


provement over what the cal- 
endar once had been. In pa- 
gan Rome the Pontifcx Max- 
imus, head of the state's 
worship of approved 
gods 


(a title eventually assumed 
by popes) was in complete 
charge of the calendar. The 
custom was to tamper with 
it. Sometimes whole months 
were dropped in order to 
shorten an official's term in 
office. By the time Julius did 
something about it, January 
was falling in mid-summer.

Almost alone among the 


great naturalists of the 19th 
century, J e a n Louis Ro- 
dolphc Agassiz (1807-1873) re- 
fused to accept the "Dar- 
winian" theories of the evo- 
lution of plants and animals. 


It has often been wondered 


why. Some writers think the 
reason was bis intense re- 
ligious feelings, which led 
him to consider each living 
t h i n g as an Individual 
"thought of God." Most the- 
ologians teach now that Dar- 
winian evolution, with Its 
"struggle for existence" and 
its "survival of the fittest," 
was the means God chose 
to bring Into being the gen- 
era and species we know to* 
day and those now extinct. 
.-. ,/. .-.. 


The reason for Agassiz1 


lack of enthusiasm for Dar- 
winism, which other scientists 
seized upon with avidity, 
may have been the result of 
his youthful friendship with 
Georges Cuvicr, the great 
French paleontologist, who 
coined the word "biology." 


Cuvicr held that differen- 


tiation of species was t h e 
result of catastrophic geo- 
logic and climatic changes, 
such as ice ages, floods and 
earthquakes. It is indeed pos- 
sible that Agassiz may have 
felt it would be disloyal to 
his old friend and benefactor 
to accept Darwinism whole- 
heartedly. 


Agassiz was born in Swit- 


zerland. After taking a med- 
ical degree at his father's 
wish, he became famous as 
an ichthyologist, a student of 
fishes, when only 22. He pub- 
lished a complete work on 
Brazilian fish without ever 
having been to Brazil. The 


book was the result of his 
superb classification of a col- 
lection of fishes made by a 
German scientist who h a d 
died before his work could 
be completed. The y o u n g 
Agassiz finished the compil- 
ation at the request of the 
scientist's colleague. 


Agassiz also became a fa- 


mous geologist. From study- 
ing glaciers, he came to be- 
lieve that much of the north- 
er hemisphere had been cov- 
ered with ice in comparative- 
ly recent geologic times. 


In 1846, he came to t h e 


United States and became 
professor of zoology at Har- 
vard. He was the most fa- 


mous teacher of his time, 
and it was he who made field 
trips a part of every natural 
history class. 


"If you study Nature only 


from books, when you go out- 
side you cannot lind her," 
he said.

In the United States, he 


studied and wrote b o o k s 
about Lake Superior, t h e 
fishes that live in the surf of 
the Pacific Coast beaches 
and the natural history of tlio 
United States. 


When he died, a boulder 


from a Swiss glacier w a s 
brought to this country and 
was set up as his tombstone 
in a Cambridge graveyard.

Reds Experts In 'Gimmick7 Diplomacy 


NEW YORK — The rat 


race in armaments between 
the East-West powers in 1963 
has d e m o n s t r a t e d once 
more that everybody talks 
about general and complete 
disarmament, but that is all 
except for some gestures and 
political expedients calcu- 
lated not to interfere with 
the tactics of either side. 


Thus the United States is 


firmly and wisely sticking to 
disarmament p r o p o s a l s 
which if adopted and carried 
through o v e r long years 
would safeguard its nation- 
al security. The Soviet Union 
is sticking to propaganda de- 
vices and proposals which if 
adopted would strip the West- 
ern allies of nuclear a n d 
conventional striking power 
while leaving the Soviet Un- 
ion free to prepare a knock- 
out blow by clandestine arm- 
ing based on cheating. 


Fundamental progress to- 


ward genuine disarmament 
has been non-existent in the 
current year and present in- 
dications are that it will re- 
main on dead center in 1964. 
The test ban treaty and the 
pledge between the U.S. and 
Russia to outlaw the orbiting 
of nuclear warhead vehicles 
are political expedients out- 
side the field of "disarma- 
ment." The best that can be 
said is that this "pause in 
the cold war" has facilitated 
the process of bringing the 
East-West blocs back to the 
Geneva conference table in 
January for the next sessions 
of the 18-nation UN Disarma- 
ment Committee. 


Under these circumstances, 


each side makes sure that 
its proposals on disarma- 
ment draw worldwide atten- 
tion and score the most fa- 
vorable impact. In this game 
of wits and political panto- 
mime, the Soviet Union has 
the advantage over the U.S. 
and its allies—the commu- 
nists can dress up t h e i r 
disarmament 
proposals 
in 


pious offers garnished with 
alluring promises baited to 
attract the pacifist nations. 
The Soviet Union, of course, 
docs not have to w o r r y 
about its legislature or pub- 
lic—no senate with power to 
scrutinize each provision in 
a proposal which would in- 
volve national security and 
commit the nation to curb- 
ing its defense potential. 


If anything, the periodic 


sessions at* Geneva and in 
UN on disarmament reveal 
the intentions and tactics of 
both the East and West blocs. 
The current debate in t h e 
UN Assembly has demon- 
strated so far that Nikita 
Khrushchev has no intention 
of making basic concessions 
such as agreeing to interna- 
tional inspection teams on his 
territory. These teams would 
verify that the provisions of 
agreements and treaties like 
the test ban arc being com- 
plied with and that there is 
no preparation for a surprise 
attack. TheMJ.S., B r i t a i n 
and France will accept no 
other kind of guaranty and 
safeguard, which leaves the 
deadlock on disarmament 


where it was 15 years ago. 


The Soviet Union has been 


adept at "gimmick" diplo- 
macy in camouflaging its un- 
willingness to join in a n y 
disarmament s t e p s except 
those on communist terms. 
A popular device flung at 
the Western powers again 
and again in past years has 
been proposing the creation 
of nuclear free zones. 


Moscow started the b a l l 


rolling on such a gimmick 
by steering into UN the so- 
called Rapacki Plan. T h i s 
scheme, authored by the Po- 
lish foreign minister, Adam 
Rapacki, would exclude nu- 
clear weapons from W e s t 
Germany, 
East Germany, 


Poland and Czechoslovakia. 
That missiles carrying nu- 
clear warheads are fired and 
put on target from hundreds 
or up to 6,000 miles away 
was not mentioned in t h e 
presentation of the Rapacki 
Plan, an omission o v e r - 
looked by the neutrals in 
their eagerness to support 
any and all steps to disarma- 
ment. 


The Rapacki Plan was a 


signal to Communist China 
and Marxist Indonesia to pop 
a similar proposal into UN 
for a nuclear free zone in 
Asia and the Pacific, fol- 
lowed by Latin American de- 
mands for ruling out nuclear 
weapons in their areas. Two 
years ago the assembly was 
pushed into adopting a rec- 
ommendation that Africa be 
declared off limits to nuclear 
weapons. 


Soviet s m i l e s suddenly 


turned to frowns a few days 
ago when the United Stales 
at long last bluntly declared 
its opposition to nuclear free 
zones on the contention that 
they would upset the mili- 
tary balance and in Europe, 
for instance, lay West Ger- 
many's eastern frontier open 
to easy attack by the Soviet 
Union and Poland. The So- 
viet Union bristled and was 
exasperated by a further 
U.S. statement that any plan 
for a nuclear free zone must 
contain 
"adequate -inspec- 


tion" provisions. 


But the Soviet Union Is 


never discouraged by o n e 
setback. Through its satel- 
lites, it is now spinning the 
"nuclear 
umbrella" g i m- 


inick. It replaces the previ- 
ous Moscow demand t h a t 
disarmament begin with the 
destruction of all nuclear 
weapons. Now it proposes 
that the nuclear powers lim- 
it the number of nuclear 
powers held in stock, a move 
which if adopted w i t h o u t 
rigid inspection and verifica- 
tion systems would leave the 
Soviet Union in a wonderful 
position to blast the U.S. 
some day from the face of 
the earth. 


Perhaps, when all is said 


and done on disarmament, 
the only sane procedure for 
us is to keep on talking with 
the Russians and let them 
demonstrate by their o w n 
transparent actions that dis- 
armament is just another 
communist instrument f o r 
propaganda and worldwide 
deception.

Real Bo ss 
At Ho me 


On Swampy Ground 


No one can discou nt the formidable 
possibilities resu lting from the Legislatu re’s 
misadv entu res in the field of time sales and 
small loan finance. It has requ ired a spe­ 
cial session to pick u p the pieces after the 
Su preme Cou rt declared 
u nconstitu tional 
both the 195 9 and 1963 installment sales 
acts. 
The only pru x lent gu ideline from here 
on is a healthy respect for constitu tional 
principles, lest past errors be compou nded. 
A warning appears in LB19 which last 
week receiv ed a 35 -2 initial floor approv al. 
It seeks to v alidate all contracts wrritten in 
compliance with an u nconstitu tional law. 
This bizzare su ggestion was offered by the 
small loan indu stry . It is ru bbery enou gh to 
call for a hard second look. 
A statu te declared u nconstitu tional is no 
law. It nev er qu alified as one ev en thou gh 
it may hav e been in u se for some while be­ 


fore it failed its test. It takes a consider­ 
able stretch of the imagination to conclu de 
otherwise. 
An attempt to redeem desired portions 
of a collapsed statu te or its consequ ences 
cou ld amou nt to an ex cu rsion into the field 
of the ju diciary , that is, to pass a law ov er 
the head of the Su preme Cou rt The Nebras­ 
ka constitu tion is clear and specific on 
this. Section 1 of Article 2 states that “the 
powers of gov ernment of this state are 
div ided into three distinctiv e departments, 
the legislativ e, ex ecu tiv e and the ju dicial, 
and no person or collection of persons shall 
ex ercise any power properly belonging to 
either of the others . . . ” 
The legislatu re is strongly adv ised to 
seek dispassionate, learned legal cou ncil be­ 
fore it proceeds fu rther with this cu riou s 
proposal. 


Our Future On The Moon 


In Lincoln as a part of the Univ ersity 
of Nebraska’s aerospace science week, Lt. 
Col. John A. Powers of the National Aero- 
natu tics and Space Administration cited the 
importance of this nation’s work in reach­ 
ing the moon. As he described the situ a­ 
tion. the important point is not ju st what 
happens or what we find once we land on 
the moon. 
This, of cou rse, cou ld be v ery impor­ 
tant bu t there are many other considera­ 
tions. Withou t this effort at conqu ering 
space, the United States wou ld find itself 
lagging in ov erall technology . As v alu able 
as the moon project itself will be the 
scientific knowledge and u nderstanding we 
acqu ire as a resu lt of pu rsu ing this project. 
Bu t what abou t specifics? Ex actly what 
can we ex pect ou t of all this moon bu si­ 
ness? Some idea of it can be obtained in 
an easy -to-u nderstand way throu gh a re­ 
port in the last issu e of Changing Times 


magazine. Many dev elopments of the space 
program already hav e been adapted to in­ 
du strial u ses. Progress in the space race 
has brou ght new innov ations in the hat-mak­ 
ing indu stry , in elev ator, helicopter and air­ 
planes operations, has greatly adv anced the 
field of electronics and has adv anced the 
field of commu nications. 
“ Space 
medicine,” 
say s 
Changing 
Times, “ has produ ced new methods of phy ­ 
sical checku ps and diagnoses. New kinds of 
equ ipment—su ch as pressu rized chambers 
for medical emergenices, cardiac stimu la­ 
tors for heart patients, better hearing aids— 
are in u se, all produ cts of space research. 
Scientists foresee cu rtailment of water and 
air pollu tion stemming from dev elopment 
of ‘closed cy cle life-su staining sy stems’ for 
astronau ts.” 
As Colonel Powers said, not ev en the 
sky is the limit, any more. There ju st is no 
limit.

The story of their attempts 
to campaign for Dr. Aaron 
Henry , a Clarksdale dru ggist, 
and the first Negro to ru n 
for gov ernor since 
recon­ 
stru ction day s, has not been 
a happy one. 
Twenty -two were arrested 
in Indianola. Miss., for dis­ 
tribu ting copies of the Mis­ 
sissippi Free Press. 
F o u r 
were hau led ou t of bed in 
Hattiesbu rg for sleeping in 
the Negro section of the city . 
Sev eral hav e been stopped 
and detained on su spicion of 
driv ing stolen cars. 
This latter has been the 
mo st effectiv e po lice tactic 
used ag ainst Yale-in-Missis- 
sippi, because the students 
hav e flo wn So uth in relay s 
and are dependent o n the use 
o f cars supplied by t h e i r 
friends. When they sho w po ­ 
lice the reg istratio n cards o f 
the ear-o wners they are de­ 
tained fo r questio ning . And 
the lo cal po lice hav e learned 
to spo t the cars when driv en 
by white students thro ug h 
Neg ro sectio ns o f Mississippi 
cities o r pick them up just 
as they are en ro ute to po ­ 
litical meeting s. 
Thu s attending a political 


meeting is a v ery precariou s 
bu siness—if y ou are cam ­ 
paigning for Negro candidate 
Henry . 
In addition, sev eral Ne­ 
groes hav e become terrorized 
by police threats and hav e 
withdrawn permission to u se 
chu rches for local meetings. 


Admiral Hy man G. Rick- 
ov er. father of the atomic 
su bmarine, has r e c e i v e d 
many honors, inclu ding the 
medal of honor, bu t the oth­ 
er day he receiv ed a u niqu e 
reward for something which 
u sed to get him into trou ble 
with the Nav y —speaking ou t. 
At one time the Nav y al­ 
most failed to promote Rick- 
ov er becau se he was so ou t­ 
spoken. He criticized Nav y 
red tape, goaded his su peri­ 
or officers u ntil they finally 
bu ilt an atomic su bmarine. 
Today the Nav y is secretly 
prou d of Rickov er thou gh his 
speeches carry this N a v y 
notation at the top: “This 
speech reflects the v iews of 
the au thor and does not nec­ 
essarily reflect the v iews of 
the secretary of the Nav y or 
the Department of the Nav y .” 


The award which Rickov er 
receiv ed came from Dan T.

“ tho ug ht o f Go d,” Mo st the­ 
o lo g ians teach no w that Dar­ 
winian 
ev o lutio n, 
with 
its 
“ strug g le fo r ex istence" and 
its “ surv iv al o f the fittest,” 
was the means Go d cho se 
to bring into being the g en­ 
era and species we kno w to ­ 
day and tho se no w ex tinct.

The reason for Agassiz’ 
lack of enthu siasm for Dar­ 
winism, which other scientists 
seized 
u pon 
with 
av idity , 
may hav e been the resu lt of 
his y ou thfu l friendship with 
Georges Cu v ier, the great 
French paleontologist, w ho 
coined the word “biology .” 
Cu v ier held that differen­ 
tiation of species was t h e 
resu lt of catastrophic geo­ 
logic and climatic changes, 
su ch as ice ages, floods and 
earthqu akes. It is indeed pos­ 
sible that Agassiz may hav e 
felt it wou ld be disloy al to 
his old friend and benefactor 
to accept Darwinism whole­ 
heartedly . 
Agassiz was bom in Swit­ 
zerland. After taking a med­ 
ical degree at his father’s 
wish, he became famou s as 
an ichthy ologist, a stu dent of 
fishes, when only 22. He pu b­ 
lished a complete work on 
Brazilian fish withou t ev er 
hav ing been to Brazil. The 


book was the resu lt of his 
su perb classification of a col­ 
lection of fishes made by a 
German scientist who h a d 
died before his work cou ld 
be completed. The 
y o u n g 
Agassiz finished the compil­ 
ation at the requ est of the 
scientist’s colleagu e. 


Agassiz also became a fa­ 
mou s geologist. From stu dy ­ 
ing glaciers, he came to be­ 
liev e that mu ch of the north­ 
er hemisphere had been cov ­ 
ered with ice in comparativ e­ 
ly recent geologic times. 
In 18 46, he came to t h e 
United States and became 
professor of zoology at Har­ 
v ard. He was the most fa- 


mou s teacher of his time, 
and it was he who made field 
trips a part of ev ery natu ral 
history class. 
“ If y ou stu dy Natu re 
o nly 
from books, when y ou g o ou t­ 
side y ou cannot find her,” 
he saici. 


In the United States, he 
stu died and wrote bo o k s 
abou t Lake Su perior, t h e 
fishes that liv e in the su rf of 
the Pacific Coast beaches 
and the natu ral history of the 
United States. 
When he died, a bou lder 
from a Swiss glacier w a s 
brou ght to this cou ntry and 
was set u p as his tombstone 
in a Cambridge grav ey ard.

calendar jibe with the solar 
calendar.

NEW YORK — The rat 
race in armaments between 
the East-West powers in 1963 
has d e m o n s t r a t e d once 
more that ev ery body talks 
abou t general and complete 
disarmament, bu t that is all 
ex cept for some gestu res and 
political 
ex pedients 
calcu ­ 
lated not to interfere with 
the tactics of either side. 
Thus the United States is 
firmly and wisely sticking to 
disarmament p r o p o s a l s 
which if ado pted and carried 
thro ug h o v e r lo ng y ears 
wo uld safeg uard its natio n­ 
al security . The So v iet Unio n 
is sticking to pro pag anda de­ 
v ices and pro po sals which if 
ado pted wo uld strip the West­ 
ern allies o f nuclear a n d 
co nv entio nal striking po wer 
while leav ing the So v iet Un­ 
io n free to prepare a kno ck­ 
o ut blo w by clandestine arm­ 
ing based o n cheating . 
Fu ndamental progress to­ 
ward genu ine disarm am ent 
has been non-ex istent in the 
cu rrent y ear and present in­ 
dications are that it will re­ 
main on dead center in 1964. 
The test ban treaty and the 
pledge between the U.S. and 
Ru ssia to ou tlaw the orbiting 
of nu clear warhead v ehicles 
are political ex pedients ou t­ 
side the field of “ disarm a­ 
ment.” The best that can be 
said is that this “ pau se in 
the cold w ar” has facilitated 
the process of bringing the 
East-West blocs back to the 
Genev a conference table in 
Janu ary ’ for the nex t sessions 
of the 18 -nation UN Disarm a­ 
ment Committee. 


Under these circu mstances, 
each side makes su re that 
its 
proposals on 
disarm a­ 
ment draw worldwide atten­ 
tion and score the most fa­ 
v orable impact. In this game 
of wits and political panto­ 
mime, the Sov iet Union has 
the adv antage ov er the U.S. 
and its allies—the commu ­ 
nists can dress u p t h e i r 
disarmam ent 
proposals 
in 
piou s offers garnished with 
allu ring promises baited to 
attract the pacifist nations. 
The Sov iet Union, of cou rse, 
does not hav e to w o r r y 
abou t its legislatu re or pu b­ 
lic—no senate with power to 
scru tinize each prov ision in 
a proposal which wou ld in­ 
v olv e national secu rity and 
commit the nation to cu rb­ 
ing its defense potential. 


If any thing, the periodic 
sessions at Genev a and in 
UN on disarmament rev eal 
the intentions and tactics of 
both the East and West blocs. 
The cu rrent debate in t h e 
UN Assembly has demon­ 
strated so far that Nikita 
Khru shchev has no intention 
of making basic concessions 
su ch as agreeing to interna­ 
tional inspection teams on his 
territory . These teams wou ld 
v erify that the prov isions of 
agreements and treaties like 
the test ban are being com­ 
plied with and that there is 
no preparation for a su rprise 
attack. The U.S., B r i t a i n 
and France will accept no 
other kind of gu aranty and 
safegu ard, which leav es the 
deadlock 
on 
disarmam ent 


where it was 15 y ears ago. 
The So v iet Unio n has been 
adept at “ g immick” diplo ­ 
macy in camo uflag ing its un­ 
willing ness to jo in in a n y 
disarmament s t e p s ex cept 
tho se o n co mmunist terms. 
A po pular dev ice flung at 
the Western po wers ag ain 
and ag ain in past y ears has 
been pro po sing the creatio n 
o f nuclear free zo nes. 
Moscow started the ba l l 
rolling on su ch a gimmick 
by steering into UN the so- 
called Rapacki Plan. T h i s 
scheme, au thored by the Po­ 
lish foreign minister, Adam 
Rapacki, wou ld ex clu de nu ­ 
clear weapons from W e s t 
Germany , 
East 
Germany , 
Poland and Czechoslov akia. 
That missiles carry ing nu ­ 
clear warheads are fired and 
pu t on target from hu ndreds 
or u p to 6,000 miles away 
was not mentioned in t h e 
presentation of the Rapacki 
Plan, an omission 
o v e r ­ 
looked by the neu trals in 
their eagerness to su pport 
any and all steps to disarm a­ 
ment. 
The Rapacki Plan was a 
signal to Commu nist China 
and Marx ist Indonesia to pop 
a sim ilar proposal into UN 
for a nu clear free zone in 
Asia and the Pacific, fol­ 
lowed by Latin American de­ 
mands for ru ling ou t nu clear 
weapons in their areas. Two 
y ears ago the assembly was 
pu shed into adopting a rec­ 
ommendation that Africa be 
declared off limits to nu clear 
weapons.

Sov iet s m i l e s su ddenly 
tu rned to frowns a few day s 
ago when the United States 
at long last blu ntly declared 
its opposition to nu clear free 
zones on the contention that 
they wou ld u pset the mili­ 
tary balance and in Eu rope, 
for instance, lay West Ger­ 
m any ’s eastern frontier open 
to easy attack by the Sov iet 
Union and Poland. The So­ 
v iet Union bristled and was 
ex asperated

“ adequ ate « inspec­ 
tion” prov isions. 


But the So v iet Unio n is 
nev er disco urag ed by o n e 
setback.

mick. It replaces the prev i­ 
o us Mo sco w demand t h a t 
disarmament beg in with the 
destructio n o f all nuclear 
weapo ns. No w it pro po ses 
that the nuclear po wers lim­ 
it the number o f nuclear 
po wers held in sto ck, a mo v e 
which if ado pted w i t h o u t 
rig id inspectio n and v erifica­ 
tio n sy stems wo uld leav e the 
So v iet Unio n in a wo nderful 
po sitio n to blast the U.S.

Bicycling, being at its all- 


time peak of popularity with 
more than 23 million bike rid- 
ers in the United States, re- 
sults in some 400 fatalities 
annually. 


The purpose of the booklet 


is to remind bike riders of 
good safety practices in an at- 
tempt to decrease the number 
of deaths and injuries. 


The booklet points out that 


the most frequent traffic vio- 
lation is bike riders riding on 


the wrong side of the street. 


Contrary to the rule that 


pedestrians 
in

roadway 


should walk on the left side 
facing traffic, bicycle riders 
must stay to the right—the 
same direction as other ve- 
hicles. 


Other rules of the safety

Sir Alec Douglas-Home, will 
take his freshly won seat in 
the House of Commons to 
face the assault of opposition 
leader Harold Wilson and his 
Labor Party, which pollsters 
predict stands a good chance 
of taking control for the first 
time since 1951. D o u g l a s - 
Home must call new national 
elections within a year's time. 


It's a near-Herculean task

less Daniel thrown into a den 
of Laboritc lions. 


He's fresh from a personal 


triumph scored in Scotland's 
Kinross and West Perthshire 
District, where he swamped 
Labor and Liberal opponents 
to win the seat that brought 
him back to the Commons for 
the first time since 1951, when 
he left it and went into the 
House of Lords with his inher- 
ited title of 14th Earl of Home. 


Turning Of The Tide? 


Sir Alec publicly interpreted 


his victory as a turning of the 
tide for the Conservatives and 
a vote of confidence in him- 
self and his government. 


But on the same day Labor 


won a significant victory. It 
captured the Commons seat at 
Luton, a booming automotive 
center near London, by troun- 
cing the Conservative candi- 
date in a special election. 


Good Start 


To do it. he will not only 


have to battle Labor in Par- 
liament but rebuild his own 
party's morale. He has al- 
ready made a good start with 
his own election victory and 
is said to have made a good 
impression by the brisk and 
business-like way he handles 
cabinet meetings, in contrast 
to the discontent and inertia 
that marked the last months 
of the harassed Macmillan ad- 
ministration. 


Sir Alec also has proved 


himself a pleasing personality 
on television. He Is expected 
to use TV and the news con- 
ference to make a stronger 
pitch for public approval than 
any other British prime min- 
ister in history. But he'll need 
time and lots of hard work 
to continue that "new chap- 
ter" he said began with his 
election triumph at Kinross 
and West Perthshire. 


And he has confidently said 


"just wait and see" to Britons 
who expect he might be eaten 
alive by the Laborites in Com- 
mons debate.

Lond on

for the start of the Conserv a­ 
tiv es’ battle to stay in pow­ 
er. Britons ex pect the hottest 
political fight of the centu ry . 
The new prime minister, 
Sir Alec Do ugla s-Ho me, will 
ta ke his freshly wo n sea t in 
the Ho use o f Co mmo ns to 
fa ce the a ssa ult o f o ppo sitio n 
lea der Ha ro ld Wilso n a nd his 
La bo r Pa rty , which po llsters 
predict sta nds a go o d cha nre 
o f ta king co ntro l fo r the first 
time since 19 5 1. D o u gl a s - 
Ho me must ca ll new na tio na l 
electio ns within a y ea r's time. 
It’s a near-Hercu lean task 
Sir Alec is tak ing on. He’s got 
to rev erse a v oting tid e that 
has been ru nning against the 
Conserv ativ es persistently in 
special elections for the last 
two v ears. 
Sorely Buffeted 
He mu st reinv igorate a gov ­ 
ernment and party that has 
been sorely bu ffeted by sex - 
and -secu ritv scand als the past 
y ear, that has been accu sed 
of letting Britain lag at home 
and abroad and f a i l i ng 
to grasp the problems—and 
opportu nities—of the new age 
of au tomation and scientific 
marv els. 
But the willo wy , 60-y ea r o ld 
ex -no blema n, who ga v e up a n 
a ncient peera ge fo r the ro ugh 
a nd tumble o f po litica l ba ttle, 
ha s a lrea dy giv en signs tha t 
he do esn’t intend to be a ha p­ 
less Da niel thro wn into a den 
o f I^bo rite lio ns. 
He’s fresh from a personal 
triu mph scored in Scotland ’s 
Kinross and West Perthshire 
District, where he swamped 
Labor and Liberal opponents 
to win the seat that brou ght 
him back to the Commons for 
the first time since 1951, when 
he left it and went into the 
Hou se of Lord s with his inher­ 
ited title of 14th Earl of Home. 
Turning Of The Tide? 
Sir Alec pu blicly interpreted 
his v ictory as a tu rning of the 
tid e for the Conserv ativ es and 
a v ote of confid ence in him­ 
self and his gov ernment. 
Bu t on the same d ay Labor 
won a significant v ictory . It 
captu red the Commons seat at 
Lu ton, a booming au tomotiv e 
center near Lond on, by trou n­ 
cing the Conserv ativ e cand i­ 
d ate in a special election. 


At Luto n the Co nserv a tiv es 
were rejected by a n electo ra te 
which ha s pro ba bly “ nev er 
ha d it so go o d." 
Statisticians figu red that if i 
Labor can carry the cou ntry j 
in the nex t national election 
j 
lik e it d id Lu ton it wou ld tak e 
ov er the gov ernment with a 
majority of more than 200 in 
a new Hou se of Commons. 
Wilson 
has 
pled ged 
the 
cou ntry a program to “bring 
Britain into the 20th Cen­ 
tu ry " — with ex pand ed scien­ 
tific ed u cation, 
work er re­ 
training to face the challenges 
of au tomation, v igorou s pro­ 
d u ction and trad e policies and 
increased social serv ices. 
It will be Sir Alec’s task 
to cou nter this challenge by 
getting a sim ilar Conserv a­ 
tiv e program going before he 
has to call a new election. 
Good Sta rt 
To d o it. he will not only 
hav e to battle Labor in P ar­ 
liament bu t rebu ild his own 
party ’s morale. He has al­ 
read y mad e a good start with 
his own election v ictory and 
is said to hav e mad e a good 
impression by the brisk and 
bu siness-lik e way he hand les 
cabinet meetings, in contrast 
to the d iscontent and inertia 
that mark ed the last months 
of the harassed Macmillan ad ­ 
ministration. 
Sir Alec a lso ha s pro v ed 
himself a plea sing perso na lity 
o n telev isio n. He is ex pected 
to use TV’ a nd the news co n­ 
ference to ma ke a stro nger 
pitch fo r public a ppro v a l tha n 
a ny o ther British prime min­ 
ister in histo ry . But he’ll need 
time a nd lo ts o f ha rd wo rk 
to co ntinue tha t “ new cha p­ 
ter" he sa id bega n with his 
electio n triumph a t Kinro ss 
a nd West Perthshire. 
And he has confid ently said 
“ju st wait and see” to Britons 
who ex pect he might be eaten 
aliv e by the Laborites in Com­ 
mons d ebate. 
No Cricket Ma tch 
Harold Wilson say s the bat­ 
tle “ won’t be a crick et match 
at Lord s" bu t a seriou s d e­ 
bate on the cou ntry ’s fu tu re. 
“And after Lu ton,” Wilson 
ad d ed . “ I d on’t think there is 
v ery mu ch d ou bt how the 
cou ntry will d ecid e."

Dallas tU Pl)—The d ecision 
by Tex ans to continu e pay ing 
a $1.7 5 tax to v ote brou ght a 
warning from Democrats and 
a 
cheer 
from 
Repu blicans 
Su nd ay . 
The Demo cra ts sa id nex t 
y ea r’s sta te electio ns ma y be 
cha o tic a nd the Republica ns 
felt they ha v e a better cha nce 
o f bringing the sta te under 
their co ntro l in 1964. 
T e x a ns Satu rd ay tu rned 
d own a proposed amend ment 
to the state constitu tion which 
wou ld hav e d one away with 
the 61-y ear-old poll tax . 
301,455 Fo r 
The latest retu rns from the 
Tex as election bu reau showed 
301,455 v otes against and 235,- 
849 for the repeal. 
Soon after the resu lts be­ 
came apparent. Sen. Ralph 
Yarborou gh, D-Tex ., said the 
state was “going to face a 
v ery complicated set of elec­ 
tions nex t y ear.” 
Ya rbo ro ugh 
sa id he 
wa s 
sure a n a mendment to the U.S. 
Co nstitutio n 
a bo lishing 
the 
po ll ta x a s a requirement fo r 
v o ting wo uld be a do pted. 
If t h i s 
happens, 
Tex as 
v oters wou ld hav e to pay a 
poll tax for state elections, 
bu t not for national elections. 
“ I’m not su rprised at to­ 
d ay ’s r e s u 11," Yarborou gh 
said , “althou gh I was v ery 
strongly for repeal." 
GOP Oppo sed Repea l 
Repu blicans in the s t a t e 
were generally opposed to the 
repeal, charging it was d e­ 
signed to help Presid ent Ken­ 
ned y carry Tex as again in the 
1964 election.

.The reasoning behind such 


advice deserves analysis. The 
unsophisticated ask why any 
stocks should be bought if 
analysts think current prices 
are too high. But the prudent 
money managers are less dog- 
matic. They have a sense of 
humility concerning their own 
prowess in reading the crys- 
tal ball. 


Certainly recommendations 


to buy should not be made un- 
I c s s the security analyst 
thinks that such vehicles arc 
destined to fulfill the objec- 
tive of the investor. If the 
goal is long term growth, 
then the adviser may con- 
clude that, despite the possi- 
bility of intermediate price 
fluctuations, the long term 
trend may be upward. Thc 
reserve buying power pro- 
vides thc ability to buy addi- 
tional amounts on breaks. 


Where investment is made 


out of income, the principle 
of "dollar averaging," that is, 
periodically putting precisely 
thc same number of dollars 
in exactly thc same stock, 
can be followed. This tech- 
nique to succeed 
must be 


predicated on wise initial se- 
lection of shares of companies 
with strong 
survival pros- 


pects. 


Thc reservation of buying 


power is also helpful in meet- 
ing future opportunities and 
for such technical matters as 
thc exercize of valuable rights 
given by companies whose 
shares arc already owned. 


It is desirable to operate at 


all stages of the business cy- 
cle. Too frequently the impru- 
dent alibi their failure to dis- 
cipline themselves and save 
part of their income on the 
ground that prices arc too 
high. The thrift habit should 
be perennial, and there is al- 
w a y s 
something suitable 


whether in fixed dollar invest- 
ments or in equities as thc 
case might he.

Q.—A professional m a n , 


aged 31 with a wife and two 
young children, expects to 
earn $15,000 this year and be 
In thc $25,000 to $30,000 brack- 
et in the next five years. He 
has $50,000 in term life insur- 
ance, $4,000 in savings, and no 
money invested. 


He wants to know whether 


he has enough insurance, and 
whether he has thc right type. 


He would like to invest $50 


to $100- a month, and asks 
whether to buy stocks, bonds, 
mutual funds, or annuities. 


He also wants to k n o w 


whether to buy a home now, 
or put it off until later, and 
begin investing in securities. 


A.—This reader must be 


commended for his intelligent 
interest in his financial prob- 
lems. He should, however, be 
clear that he cannot dispose 
of more than 100% of his pres- 
ent modest income. 


Accordingly, until he in- 


creases his gross income in 
these days of heavy family 
responsibilities, he is on thc 
right track in spreading his 
limited life insurance premi- 
um funds to give his family 
the greatest protection. Make 
sure that the term contracts 
are renewable and converti- 
ble. Although there are desir- 
able savings features in so- 
c a l l e d "permanent insur- 
ance," you would not be war- 
ranted at this juncture in cut- 
ting down on the face value 
of your coverage. Even $50,- 
000 face amount would pro- 
duce an income of only $2,000 
a year. This can be stretched 
by providing in the settlement 
options that interest be sup- 
plemented by a systematic 
plan for exhausting the prin- 
cipal over a period of years. 
As you increase your income, 
you can begin to acquire fam- 
ily income policies, which 
combine diminishing t e r m 
with permanent ordinary life. 
You should also carry hospi- 
talization and major medical 
coverage 
for yourself 
and 


your dependents. 


At thc age of 31, with your 


life ahead of you, you are far 
too young to start on annui- 
ties, which become attractive 
in the late senior age groups. 


While you are beginning to 


plan an estate, I suggest you 
rent a home and use your 
savings lo acquire marketable 
securities. Since your funds 
arc limited and you lack in- 
vestment knowledge, mutual 
funds bought regularly on a 
"dollar averaging" b a s i s 
would be indicated. I am mail- 
ing you a list of "no load" 
funds. 


Even as you accumulate in- 


vestments, you ought to con- 
tinue to carry a savings ac- 
count.

Alliance For Progress 
May Get 'Latin Look' 


Sao Pau lo, Brazil 
Hem­ 
isp here leaders meet Monday 
to decide if the Alliance for 
Progress can better liv e u p 
to its name with more of a 
Latin look. 
Su ch a change already has 
been agreed u p on by techni­ 
cal exp erts from the United 
States and Latin America. 
Now the qu estion goes be­ 
fore a meeting of top -lev el 
rep resentativ es of the 20-na­ 
tion alliance. Undersecretary 
of State W. Av erell Harriman 
is 
rep resenting 
the 
United 
States at the Inter-American 
Economic and Social Cou ncil 
conference. 
A total of 46 resolu tions 
dealing with economic inte­ 
gration, foreign trade and new 
machinery for the alliance 


has been p rep ared in 10 days 
of p reliminary work by tech­ 
nical exp erts. 
The new machinery for the 
alliance—a mu ltibiliion dol­ 
lar p rogram offered by Presi­ 
dent Kennedy as a cu re of 
some of Latin America’s eco­ 
nomic ailments and an anti­ 
dote for Commu nism—is in­ 
tended to erase some of its 
Yankee ov ertones and make 
it look more like an idea 
cooked u p by the Latins them­ 
selv es. 
Acting on the recommenda­ 
tions of two f o r m e r p resi­ 
dents, 
Jtiscelino Ku hitsehek 
of Brazil and Alberto Lleras 
Camargo of Colombia, 
the 
technical exp erts su ggested a 
new p ermanent agency called 
the Inter-American Committe 
for the Alliance for Progress. 
The eight-nation body is de­ 
signed to fu nction as p art of 
the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Cou ncil and the Or­ 
ganization of A m e r i c a n 
States. In essence, it will be 
a Latin American clearing 
hou se for alliance p rojects. 
Thou gh the technicians com­ 
p leted the p reliminary work, 
the p rop osal is exp ected to 
dev elop into a hot p olitical 
issu e. 
Brazil Against 
Brazil has indicated its op ­ 
p osition to the p rop osal in its 
p resent form, and may at­ 
temp t to block its p assage by 
insisting on its ap p rov al by 
a formal treaty. 
Some cou ntries contend Bra­ 
zil is seeking to av oid a tight­ 
ening u p of money sou rces 
which it has tap p ed su ccess­ 
fu lly in the p ast to shore u p 
the nation’s chaotic finances. 
Brazil has little to show for 
the millions of dollars it has 
receiv ed u nder the alliance. 
As of the end of Sep tember 
total loans and grants au thor­ 
ized for Brazil reached $ 732 
million.

The reasoning behind su ch 
adv ice deserv es analysis. The 
u nsop histicated ask why any 
stocks shou ld he bou ght if 
analysts think cu rrent p rices 
are too high. Bu t the p ru dent 
money managers are less dog­ 
matic. They hav e a sense of 
hu mility concerning their own 
p rowess in reading the crys­ 
tal ball. 
Certainly recommendations 
to bu y shou ld not bo made u n- 
I e s s 
the 
secu rity 
analyst 
thinks that su ch v ehicles are 
destined to fu lfill the objec­ 
tiv e of the inv estor. If the 
goal is long term 
growth, 
then the adv iser may con­ 
clu de that, desp ite the p ossi­ 
bility of intermediate p rice 
flu ctu ations, the long term 
trend may be u p ward. The 
reserv e bu ying p ower p ro­ 
v ides the ability to bu y addi­ 
tional amou nts on breaks. 
Where inv estment is made 
ou t of income, the p rincip le 
of “dollar av eraging,” that is, 
p eriodically p u tting p recisely 
the same nu mber of dollars 
in exactly the same stock, 
can be followed. This tech 
niqu e to su cceed

p redicated on wise initial se­

The reserv ation of bu ying 
p ower is also help fu l in meet­ 
ing fu tu re op p ortu nities and 
for su ch technical matters as 
the exercize of v alu able rights 
giv en by comp anies whose 
shares are already owned. 
It is desirable to op erate at 
all stages of the bu siness cy­ 
cle. Too frequ ently the imp ru ­ 
dent alibi their failu re to dis­ 
cip line themselv es and sav e 
p art of their income on the 
grou nd that p rices are too 
high.

whether in fixed dollar inv est­ 
ments or in equ ities as the 
case might be. 
Q.—A p hysician, who reads

A.—Stock certificates of sol­ 
v ent comp anies continu e to 
hav e v alu e, bu t, u nless you 
can find in you r father’s rec­ 
ords, a list of his holdings, 
you will be searching for a 
needle in a haystack. This is 
p articu larly tru e of the com­ 
p anies you describe as manu ­ 
factu rers. I wou ld su ggest you 
start ou t with the dru g com­ 
p anies. You can get a list with 
addresses from the manu als 
in the library of one of you r 
local banks or brokerage of­ 
fices. 
Then 
I 
su ggest you 
write the secretary of su ch 
comp anies 
to 
ask 
whether 
stock 
is 
registered 
in 
the 
name of you r father. If the 
shares hav e v alu e and hav e 
distribu ted div idends, it is u n­ 
likely that no one has heard 
from su ch enterp rises. Pos- 
l sibly the “ inv estment” was 


made 
in 
shares of fly-by- 
nights, which are no longer 
a r o u n d . Su ch carelessness 
p oints u p the desirability of 
u sing the serv ices of banks 
and tru st comp anies which 
p rov ide cu stodial s e r v i c e 
for 
secu rities 
or 
a 
more 
adv anced inv estment su p erv i­ 
sion throu gh liv ing tru sts and 
otherwise. 
Q.—A 
p rofessional m a n , 
aged 31 with a wife and two 
you ng children, 
exp ects 
to 
earn $ 15,000 this v ear and he 
in the $ 25,000 to $ 30,000 brack­ 
et in the next fiv e years. He 
has $ 50,000 in term life insu r­ 
ance, $ 4,000 in sav ings, and no 
money inv ested. 
He wants to know whether 
he has enou gh insu rance, and 
whether he has the right typ e. 
He wou ld like to inv est $ 50 
to $ 100 a month, and asks 
whether to bu y stocks, bonds, 
mu tu al fu nds, or annu ities. 
He also wants to kn o w 
whether to bu y a home now, 
or p u t it off u ntil later, and 
begin inv esting in secu rities. 
A.-—This reader mu st be 
commended for his intelligent 
interest in his financial p rob­ 
lems. He shou ld, howev er, be 
clear that he cannot disp ose 
of more than KXFc of his p res­ 
ent modest income. 
Accordingly, u ntil 
he in­ 
creases his gross income in 
these days of heav y family 
resp onsibilities, he is on the 
right track in sp reading his 
limited life insu rance p remi­ 
u m fu nds to giv e his family 
the greatest p rotection. Make 
su re that the term contracts 
are renewable and conv erti­ 
ble. Althou gh there are desir­ 
able sav ings featu res in so- 
c a l l e d “ p ermanent insu r­ 
ance,” you wou ld not be war­ 
ranted at this ju nctu re in cu t­ 
ting down on the face v alu e 
of you r cov erage. Ev en $ 50,- 
000 face amou nt wou ld p ro­ 
du ce an income of only $ 2,000 
a year. This can be stretched 
by p rov iding in the settlement 
op tions that interest be su p ­ 
p lemented by a systematic 
p lan for exhau sting the p rin­ 
cip al ov er a p eriod of years. 
As you increase you r income, 
you can begin to acqu ire fam 
ily 
income 
p olicies, 
which 
combine diminishing 
t e r m 
with p ermanent ordinary life. 
You shou ld also carry hosp i­ 
talization and major medical 
cov erage 
for 
you rself 
and 
you r dep endents. 
At the age of 31, with you r 
life ahead of you , you are far 
too you ng to start on annu i­ 
ties, which become attractiv e 
in the late senior age grou p s. 
While you are beginning to 
p lan an estate, I su ggest you 
rent a home and u se you r 
sav ings to acqu ire marketable 
secu rities. Since you r fu nds 
are limited and you lack in­ 
v estment knowledge, mu tu al 
fu nds bou ght regu larly on a 
“ dollar av eraging” ba s i s 
wou ld be indicated. I am mail­ 
ing you a list of “ no load” 
fu nds. 
Ev en as you accu mu late in­ 
v estments, you ou ght to con­ 
tinu e to carry a sav ings ac­ 
cou nt.

Army Ranger is a gentleman, 
a scholar and a killer. He 
learns his manners at home, 
gets his education in some of 
the finest s c h o o l s and he 
learns to kill in the 400,000- 
acrc Chattahoochee National 
Forest in north Georgia. 


Those who finish the Ranger 


training course are among the 
toughest soldiers in the world. 
In 12 years, since the Ranger 
mountain training camp was 
established, only about 9,000 
rangers have been graduated. 
Of these, about 800 arc allied 
soldiers from 40 countries. 
Many come from West Point. 


The director of the Ranger 


department of the 
infantry 


school at Ft. Bcnning, Ga., is 
a small, wiry veteran of 18 
years in the Rangers, Col. 
John W. Jackson of Seattle, 
Wash. 


229r Drop Out 


Jackson says that 22% of 


those who apply for the train- 
ing drop out at Bcnning be- 
cause they discover they can't 
make the grade. About eight 
per cent fail to meet the aca- 
demic requirements. 


The standards of Ranger 


training are designed to push 
a man to the edge of his 
physical and mental breaking 
point. 


"If he's going to break, we 


want him to break here and 
not in combat," said Jackson. 


The nine-week R a n g e r 


course includes three weeks 
of 
preliminary 
training 
at 


Bcnning, three weeks at the 
mountain c a m p and three 
weeks at a swamp camp near 
Elgin Air Force Base, Fla. 


The rigid training schedule 


permits an average of only 
three or four hours of sleep 
a night for the nine weeks. 


Lt. Col. George Tassey, a 


20-year Ranger veteran from 
Savannah. 
Ga.. 
has com- 


manded the mountain camp 
since July. 


"This is the way to teach 


a young man so that he can 
really lead,1' said Tassey. "He 
works 75Tr of the time at 
practical appliance. T h e s e 
men are practicing almost all 
of the time they arc with us." 


Of a recent class of about 


120 men, only 93 survived the 
mountain training. Of these 
survivors, all except 14 were 
second lieutenants. One was 
an Army first lieutenant, one 
was a Marine Reserve cap- 
tain and the others were non- 
commissioned officers. 


Insignia Removed 


Vflien 
the Ranger student 


arrives at the mountain camp, 
his insignia or other marks 
of rank are removed. Only one 
man, the tactical officer who 


accompanies him from Bcn- 
ning, knows his rank. 


The Instructor* are mostly 


sergeants and Include s u c h 
veterans as Sgt. George Wal- 
cott of Ludlow. Vt.; Sgt. 
Adolph Delso of Johnstown, 
Pa., and Sgt. Louis Colombo 
of New York City. 


Walcott helped rescue a 


climber from 14,000 feet on 
Mt. McKinley in Alaska in 
1954. Dclso helped rescue a 
climber from a peak in Ha- 
waii in the same year, and 
Colombo has been to t h e 
South Pole twice with Adm. 
Richard Byrd. 


"We deliberately put t h e 


men under a terrific strain," 


said Capt. Bernard Tulllngton 
of Hampton, Va. "The jungle 
in Malaya couldn't touch this 
type of terrain. It's a physi- 
cal strain on top of a mental 
strain. They lose sleep, and 
there is the strain of knowing 
that they're being graded in 
everything they do. 


Hallucinations 


"Most men have hallucina- 


tions because they become so 
tired," Tullington said. "One 
man disappeared on patrol 
and when he showed up later 
he said he had been knocking 
on a tree for half an hour. 
He thought it was the brief- 
ing tent." 


These hallucinations have 


been a subject of study by 
psychiatrists. Dr. Sherwood 
Peres of Ohio State Univer- 
sity accompanied a class of 
rangers through the course 
several years ago. 


"Many men reported 'sight- 


Ings' 
(hallucinations) 
while 


out on patrol," he reported. 
"Merry-go-rounds, 
sports 


cars, tanks and parades were 
reported at various limes. 


"I once saw my wife sitting 


In a tree, and another time 
a white trellis covered witli 
red roses. Each phenomenon 
would last only a few seconds, 
but when it occurred the sol- 
dier who 'saw' it would halt 
the patrol and point out his 
sighting to the others." 


An important training area 


is Yonoh Mountain, about 100 
miles north of Atlanta. One 
face of the mountain is a cliff 
with a sheer drop of 240 feet. 
The mountain itself is 3,170 
feet high.

Typical Army Ranger Must Be 
'Gentleman, Scholar And Killer' 


Dahlonega. Ga. 
A U.S. 
Army Ranger is a gentleman, 
a scholar and a killer. He 
learns his manners at home, 
gets his edu cation in some of 
the finest s c h o o l s and he 
learns to kill in the 400.000- 
acre Chattahoochee National 
Forest in north Georgia. 
Those who finish the Ranger 
training cou rse are among the 
tou ghest soldiers in the world. 
In 12 years, since the Ranger 
mou ntain training camp was 
established, only abou t 9.000 
rangers have been gradu ated. 
Of these, abou t 800 are allied 
soldiers 
from 
40 cou ntries. 
Many come from West Point. 
The director of the Ranger 
dep artment of the 
infantry’ 
school at Ft. Benning. Ga., is 
a small, wiry veteran of 18 
years in the Rangers, Col. 
John W. Jackson of Seattle. 
Wash. 
22% Drop Ou t 
Jackson says that 22% of 
those who ap p ly for the train­ 
ing drop ou t at Benning be­ 
cau se they discover they can’t 
make the grade. Abou t eight 
p er cent fail to meet the aca­ 
demic requ irements. 
The standards of Ranger 
training are designed to p u sh 
a man to the edge of his 
p hysical and mental breaking 
p oint. 
“ If he’s going to break, we 
want him to break here and 
not in com bat.” said Jackson. 
The 
nine-week 
R a n g e r 
cou rse inclu des three weeks 
of 
p reliminary 
training 
at 
Benning. three weeks at the 
mou ntain c a m p and three 
weeks at a swamp camp near 
Elgin Air Force Base, Fla. 
The rigid training schedu le 
p ermits an average of only 
three or fou r hou rs of sleep 
a night for the nine weeks. 
Lt. Col. George Tassey, a 
20-year Ranger veteran from 
Savannah, 
Ga., 
has 
com­ 
manded the mou ntain camp 
since Ju ly. 
“This is the way to teach 
a you ng man so that he can 
really lead.” said Tassey. “He 
works 75% of the time at 
p ractical ap p liance. T h e s e 
men are p racticing almost all 
of the time they are with u s.” 
Of a recent class of abou t 
120 men, only 93 su rvived the 
mou ntain training. Of these 
su rvivors, all excep t 14 were 
second lieu tenants. One was 
an Army first lieu tenant, one 
was a Marine Reserve cap ­ 
tain and the others were non­ 
commissioned officers. 
Insignia Removed 
When the Ranger stu dent 
arrives at the mou ntain camp , 
his insignia or other marks 
of rank are removed. Only one 
man, the tactical officer w’ho 


| accomp anies him from Ben­ 
ning. knows his rank. 
The instru ctors are mostly 
sergeants and inclu de s u c h 
veterans as Sgt. George Wal­ 
cott of Lu dlow, Vt.; Sgt . 
Adolp h Delso of Johnstown, 
Pa., and Sgt. I a h i I s Colombo 
of New York City. 
Walcott 
help ed 
rescu e 
a 
climber from 14.000 feet on 
Mt. McKinley in Alaska in 
1954. Delso help ed rescu e a 
climber from a p eak in Ha­ 
waii in the same year, and 
Colombo has been to t h e 
Sou th Pole twice with Adm. 
Richard Byrd, 
“We deliberately p u t t h e 
men wider a terrific strain,” 


said Cap t. Bernard Tu llington 
of Hamp ton. Va. “The ju ngle 
in Malaya cou ldn’t tou ch this 
typ e of terrain. It’s a p hysi­ 
cal strain on top of a mental 
strain. They lose sleep , and 
there is the strain of knowing 
that they're being graded in 
everything they do. 
Hallu cinations 
‘ Most men have hallu cina­ 
tions becau se they become so 
tired,” Tu llington said. “One 
man disap p eared on p atrol 
and when he showed u p later 
he said he had been knocking 
on a tree for half an hou r. 
He thou ght it was the brief­ 
ing tent.” 
These hallu cinations have 


been a su bject of stu dy by 
p sychiatrists. 
Dr. Sherwood 
Peres of Ohio State Univer­ 
sity accomjianied a class of 
rangers throu *gh the cou rse 
several years ago. 
“ Many men rep orted ‘sight­ 
ings* 
(hallu cinations) 
while 
ou t on p atrol,” he rep orted. 
“ Merry-go-rou nds, 
s p o r t s 
cars, tanks and p arades were 
rep orted at variou s times. 
“ I once saw my wife sitting 
in a tree, and another time 
a white trellis covered with 
red roses. Each p henomenon 
wou ld last only a few seconds, 
bu t when it occu rred the sol­ 
dier who ‘saw ’ it wou ld hait 
the p atrol and p oint ou t his 
sighting to the others,” 
An imp ortant training area 
is Yonoh Mou ntain, abou t 100 
miles north of Atlanta. One 
face of the mou ntain is a cliff 
with a sheer drop of 240 feet. 
The mou ntain itself is 3,170 
feet high. 
Refu sed To Let Go 
Watching the Ranger stu 1- 
dents slide over the slide of 
the cliff, in a p ractice drop 
on 
rop es, 
an 
instru ctor 
noticed one man who grip p ed 
the rocks u ntil his knu ckles 
tu rned white 
He refu sed to 
let go. 
The instru ctor hit the man’s 
hands with his fists. The stu ­ 
dent drop p ed over the side 
and the rop es held him. 
“That 
instru ctor 
had 
to 
choose the exact time to do 
that.” said Tassey. “ He had 
to know if and when the stu ­ 
dent wou ld overcome t h e 
fear. 
He 
wasn’t 
certain 
whether the rop es wou ld hold 
him. Now. he knows and he 
isn’t afraid any longer.”
